KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 22.—A eom 
bination to fix the price to he paid ior 
wheat by members of the Kansas Cit: 
Board of Trade was admitted by It. RB 
Beall before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission at today’s hearing Mr. 
Beall is an attache of thea National 
Grain and Elevator Co., which is af 
filiated with the National Board of 
Trade of Kansas City, a rival of tie 
Kansas City Board of Trade. 

Mr. Beall testified that the elevator 
companies were in tne combination to 
contral the price of wheat, and lie 
named a half dozen leading local grain 
firms and individuals. Among them, he 
swore, was the Southwestem Grain Ele- 
vator, owned by Armour. 

Reall testified in effect that farmers 
who dealt with the National Boar and 
its members were blacklisted by the 
Kansas City Board of Trade. 
He also atated that the rules of the 
Kansas City Board of Trade provided 
that anv member of that organization 
dealing with members of the National 
Roard of Trade was liable to suspen- 
rion. ; 
Mr. Beall said that his company in its 
‘existence had sold probably half a mil- 
lion bushels of grain, none of which he 
waa able to sell in Kansas Wity because 
‘of these restrictions. 

Aeked if his company had experienced 
any trouble from the Kansas City Board 
of Trade or from any railway in moving 
its grain outside of Kansas City, Mr. 
Beall said: 

Prohibitive Embargo. 

“Yes. We experienced interruptions 
when we attempted an export shipment 
of wheat at New Orleans through the

Leaped Off Car in Dark and 
Held Rail When Feet 
Hit Ties, 








ROLLS DOWN STEEP BANK 





Leg Broken Many Times and 
His Body Covered With 
Bruises in Fall. 


Following the custom of stockraisers 
entering St. Louis with car loads of 
eattle, William E. Constance, a stock- 
man of High Hill, Mo., jumped from a 





stock train near Luther Station in Ba 
den Tuesday morning, intending to take 

a Broadway street car downtown. ‘The 
| train had not yet reached the station 
and Constance landed on the trestle 
bridge over Broadway. 
| Seeing his peril if he loosened his 
'grip, he ciung to the handrail of the 
stock car and was dragged 75 feet. He 
was taken to the City Hospital, where 
it was foung that his left leg was 
broken in a dozen places and his body 
covered with cuts and bruises. He is 
59 years old. 
| It was 5:10 a. m. and stil] dark when 
‘the Wabash stock train on which Con- 
stance was riding reached the treatie 
bridge which crosses Broadway at an 
elevation of 30 feet. The bridge is 100 
feet in length. Luther Station is just 
south of the trestle, and as it is a cuS- 
tom for stockmen to leave their trains 
at this point and complete their jour- 
ney into the city on the street cars, 
Constance climbed out onto the iron 
ladder at the end of one of the cars 
and prepared to jump. 

Thinking that he had reached the 
platform of the station, Constance al- 
towed his feet to drop from the lower 
rung of the ladder. In that instant hé 
discovered his mistake ang hung with 
his hands te the perpendieular rail 
alongside the ladder. His feet touched 
the trestle work and the motion of the 
train knocked his legs about in such & 
manner that his left foot was caught 
and twisted by nearly every other cross 
beam of the bridge. 

Rolled Down Embankment. 

r Clinging to the car, Constance could 
see Broadway 30 feet beneath him, and 
it seemed as though the train would 
never reach the end of the bridge. Fi- 
nally after he had been dragged 7 feet, 
he felt the soft earth beneath him, and 
knowing that he had crossed the bridge, 
let go of the handrail. Instead of land- 
ing on a level patch of ground, he 
struck an embankment and down this 
he rolled 10 feet... _. . 

Ly this time the crew was aware of 
Constance’s plight and the train was 
stopped. The injured man was picked 
up and earried into the station, Later 
an ambulance was summoned and he 
was conveyed to the City Hospital. 
Owing to his age and the nature of his 
injuries the physicians entertain only 
slight hope for his recovery.

to take a brief recess, almost at the 
outset of the six months’ term which 
Burton has announced that he expects 
to employ as a. “‘vacation.”’ 

Burton, who has been joking for the 
past two days about his commitment. 
was perhaps at his best as an uncon- 
scious humorist when he said in making 
the request: 

“I want.to comply with all your 
regulations, If at any time I re- 
quest anything not compatible 
with your rules, Kindly call my 
attention to it.” 

As Burton reached the street, he saw 
his wife and little niece just returning 
from a drive. They accompanied him 
to the home of Dr. Smith, where Mrs. 
Burton intends to board. 

After a short stay, he returned to the 
jail. Deputy Marshal Nall, about to 
return to St. Louis, was in the doorway. 

“I'll see you when the buds come out 
in’ the spring,” he told Nall as they 
parted. 

No Knives and Forks for Others. 

Burton's first day as a Federal pris- 
oner was further lightened by the visits 
of his wife, who brought meals she 
had prepared. These were of a deli- 
cacy and abundance which contrasted 
strongly with the meals of the other 
Federal prisoners. These got bread, po- 
tatoes, coffee and meat, sarved in tin 
plates and cups, without knives or 
forks. The jailer is allowed 40 cents a 
day for the board.of each Federal pris- 
oner. 

A separate cell will soon be given the 
former Senator, who now has to share 
a cell with James Wise, a convicted 
postdffice embezzler. 

The cell now occupied by the two is 
barely large enough to accommodate 
them. It contains two cots, two stoo! 
dhairs and a very small writing desk. 
on which a coal ofl lamp is kept con- 
stantly ‘burning, owing to the darkness 
of the room. 

Burton intends to do much writing 
while in Jail. When released, he in- 
tends to return to his home in Abilene, 
Kan., and resume his law practice. 

Took Bible to His Cell. 

The Burton party reached Ironton at 
5:23 p. m. Monday. They were met at 
the station by Dr. B. H. Dehuy of 
Abilene, a friend of % years’ standing, 
and were driven to the house of Dr. W 
J. Smith, where an old-fashioned country 
meal was served. 

After dinner Burton asked permis- 
sion of Deputy United States Marshal 
Nall, who escorted him to Ironton, to 
walk around the town for a half hour 
with Dr. Dehuy. Nall accompanied 
them through the unlighted streets of 
the little town, which nestles under the 
Ozark foothills. They were gone for 
nearly an hour. When Burton returned 
to the boarding house his wife was 
wreathed in smiles. 

“Well, dear,’ he said, “if you will 
get my little grip I guess I'll be going.” 

Burton went into a side room and 
brought forth the valise which con- 
tained a few clothes and a¥Bible, from 
which the fallen statesman had read 
during the greater part of the journey 
to Ironton. : 

Dorothy Mitchell, his 11-year-old 
niece, who camé to Ironton to keep Mrs. 
Burton company, rushed into his arms. 
He pressed her tightly and planted a 
kiss on her cheek, 

“You won't forget to say your little 
statement every night,’’ he said to her;

To 
be sure, we have not by any means reached this perfection, but it is far from 
being beyond the range of practical, tactical and machine-worshiping Ameri- 
can genius. , 
That such an eventuality will be of benefit to baseball-football I greatly 
doubt. From the beginning I have not liked the forward pass, because, per- 
haps, some of us detest innovations. I have not found any reason to lke it 
better. It seems to me that it overshadows and dwarfs all other methods of 
gaining ground too resembles basket ball. Then, with the deadly 
certain hand snap, instead of the dribble back of the English game, it appears 
that there is little chance for the possessive side to lose the ball en passage, 
So we shall witness nothing but one series of accurate and ground-devouring 
forward passes. 
It is a pretty enough play, yet I feel that it-does away with what should 
be the prettiest feature of the game-side and back passing on the run, ex- 
tempore drop kicking and similar impromptu and brilliant individual plays. 
No doubt, however, in time the forward pass may lose the immense ef- 
fectiveness which its unfamillarity gives. 
The only certain method of nullification the defensive team can employ is 
the old one of “covering off,”” long used by socker clubs. To be sure, there 
is the terrible difficulty of anticipating the play, for to cover off too soon will 
be to weaken the line against a run. Still, when it comes down to a case of 
man against man, things are not entirely unsafe. If covering off can be 
brought down to as fine a point as the assumption of offensive position for 
the pass, the defensive will enjoy a large advantage, for it is much easier 
to spoil a pass than -to make it. ad 
Upon the whole, however, the forward pass seems to be atrocious in its 
conception because it is the grossest form of off-side play and brings rugby 
farther in that direction than association, in which the ball cannot be passed 
to forward when there are less than three opponents be n the man who re- 
ceives it and the goal he is attacking. In a word, successful as this play has 
been, I believe it will largely spoil the game. Its true weight and value can- 
not be estimated until it is fully tried by a team equal to making it against a 
team eqlal to breaking it.

An open switch, 
Street-car crew had neglected to close, 
cost the lHfe of Jesse Bishop, 2047 Geyer 
avenue, a motorman on the Jefferson 
avenue line. 

bishop was thrown beneath his own 
car by the violent lurch as the car 
Struck the switeh and the hind trucks 
passed over both legs above the ankles. 
The accident occurred at Grand avenue 
and Palm street, at 9 o'clock Monday 
night. Bishop died five hours later in 
the sanitarium of Dr. Oliver O’ Bar, near 
the scene of the accident. 

A wreck at the sand house on Natural 
Bridge road caused the cars to be de- 
toured from their usual route and they 
avoided the obstruction by running 
from Grand avenue to Spring avenue 
over Natural Bridge road. At Grand 
avenue and Palm street there is a 
switch on which are stored sand and 
coke supplies for the Cherokee and 
Eighteenth streets and Jefferson avenue 
cars. 

It was Bishop’s first trip on the new 
route and he was unfamiliar with it. 
He was seated on his stool when the 
car ,running at fairly high speed, struck 
the surface switch. It swayed sharply 
and Bishop was thrown out of the front 
eatrance. He rolled under the car and 
the wheels passed over botl legs. One 
leg was cut off below the knee, while 
the other was split above the ankle. 

Conductor Lambert and three doctors 
carried the injured man into the sani- 
tarium and Bishop’s wife, a bride of 
two months; was summoned. 

Owing to the severe nervous shock 
Bishop was unable to stand an opera- 
tion and he failed to respond to artifi- 
cial stimulants. 

Bishop was 31 years old and his rela- 
tives reside in Deview, Ark. His wife, 
who survives with one son by a previous 
marriage, was Miss Nellie McConnell.
